Accident at Collins Manufacturing Company’s Mill.

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MILLS HAVE ACTIVE BUSINESS. 


Demand on Manufacturers Keeps Up Well—News the 
Strong Feature of the Market—Jobbing Trade 
Larger Than Usual at This Season. 





The New York jobbing trade is quiet this week. Re- 
ports from the mill agents, however, are not so unfavora- 
ble. Those making the ordinary grades of manilas are 
not so well supplied with orders ahead as are the mills 
making the other kinds and grades of paper. The news 
mills of the country are in an absolutely independent po- 
sition, their owners accepting or rejecting proffered busi- 
ness with apparently the greatest indifference. The de- 
mand for news is remarkably strong, and the available 
stock in sight is very small. The asking price for news 
in rolls is 2.35 to 234 cents. In sheets 2.45 to 24% cents 
is the quoted range. But on both kinds delivery will not 
be promised inside of three weeks or a month. If an 
order happens to just fit the machines, and is in other 
respects desirable, and the customer is in no special hurry 
about delivery, why, in such cases the manufacturers will 
accept the order at, say, 2.30 to 2.35 cents. It should be 
remembered, however, that the sales agents of the big news 
companies are not asking anybody ior orders. On the 
contrary, they are busy trying to decide what orders, 
among the pile offered them, they will accept. Some of 
the Western news mills have within the past week accept- 
ed a few very big orders for future delivery at 2.10 to 2.15 
cents f. o. b. mill. Book papers continue firm on the basis 
of 3% cents for machine and 3% cents for super, as the 
asking price for the average grades. Concessions from 
these figures are rare, as the manufacturers are fairly well 
supplied with orders at present, and are not anxious to 
load up while the coal strike lasts. Writings in point 
of demand are getting down to the summer level with the 
jobbers. The mills, however, are going into the hot 
months with a good supply of business on their books. 
The volume of orders ahead is, of course, less than it was 
a month ago, as there has been a natural falling off in new 
business within the past few weeks. Altogether the situ- 
ation in the writing trade is a strong with the 
outlook promising. The professional bears in the trade 
think that writings are a little weaker, because of the 
reports of the new mills that are to be built. The manu- 
facturers, however, cite the fact that there has been no 
cutting of the quotations on writings within the past two 
years, within which time the production has been con- 
siderably increased. From this the argument is made 
that the demand for writings has expanded, and still con- 
tinues to expand.

The only positive reduction in price of 
any of the grades of paper made recently is that of 1 cent 
per pound made in rope paper on Wednesday of last 
week by the manufacturers included in the Colonial Paper 
Company. This action was due to the cheapened cost 
of the raw material used, old rope. The lowering of the 
price was, however, in large measure forced on the rope 
paper manufacturers by the flour sack makers, many of 
whom were changing their contracts for paper to mills 
outside the Colonial Paper Company. Boards are un- 
changed, although the demand is not so strong. 





Massachusetts Mills Continue Busy.

Heat Does Not Interrupt Miami Business.

There have been some 
threatening features, including low water, principally in 
the canal, and a shortage in the coal supply, but unless 
the situation does not grow much worse the valley can 
survive the inconveniences. Any marked interference with 
trade would have its effect, however, as orders seem to 
come in without a great decrease. The demand for the 
best grades is apparent, book and writings being in con- 
stant call, The news market has been active, and now that 
a coated paper mill js in operation an impetus in that line 
Certain manufacturers who have had 
slack trade during the past week have taken advantage of 
it and are making needed improvements. Little* com- 
plaint can be made, and, while the situation has been 
more promising in the past, the trade of the present ex- 


ceeds the expectations of the average mill man. “It is 
surprising how the demand for the better grades of paper 
continues,” remarked a gentleman who has been assoct- 
ated with the trade for years. “There has been a lively 
call for ‘flats,’ and in fact all grades. Even building pa- 
pers are still in large demand. The strikes in this vicin- 
ity have interfered with the building industry, but it is 
now beginning to resume its activity. From straw and 
box board to supers the consumption seems to be gen- 
eral, and, best of all, prices are right where they ought to 
be without any prospects of going backward. It is not 
always possible to say this during the summer period.”

of West Virginia, and also from certain mines in Ohio. 
This measure is never resorted to by the railroads unless 
the situation is threatening and the steam lines are in 
desperate straits. With rapidly diminishing stocks the 
mill men will not receive this news cheerfully. It is 
claimed that the railroads simply do not deliver the coal 
to the consignee, but divert it to their own use and settle 
on the best possible terms. It seems queer that such an 
act would be tolerated, but in an emergency the railroad 
companies will not “get leit,” especially since they control 
the key to the situation. There are plenty of coal barges, 
well laden in ‘Pittsburg, but a rise in the Ohio must oc- 
cur before they can be shipped to Cincinnati, and even 
then stocks among Queen City manufacturers would be 
so low that up the valley mills would not obtain much 
benefit from the shipment. Dayton dealers are not unduly 
alarmed, but they admit that their stocks of steam coal 
are uncomfortably low. No large contracts, which are 
usually closed at this season of the year, are being taken 
just now. It seems to be a question of the present rather 
than one of the future. M. V. 


Champion. Coated Paper Company Starts New Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 16, 1902——Hamilton’s immense 
new coated mill has practically been placed in operation, 
though it will not be run regularly for a month. Work 
on this splendid plant has been in progress for more than 
a year, and the Champion Coated Paper Company is now 
in its new home. 

The new mil! was intended as an addition to the original 
plant, which on a previous occasion had been duplicated, 
the demand for the product being extensive. Just as the 
additional mill was approaching completion the old plant 
was razed and immediate preparations were made for the 
construction of a handsome new mill. This plant is now 
well under way, and will involve an expenditure of more 
than half a million dollars. The new mill of the Champion 
Company far outpoints anything in the Miami Valley, if 
not in the great Middle West. With the completion of 
the new mill there is no doubt that the Champion Coated 
Paper Company will have the finest plant in the United 
States, if not in the world, of this kind. 

The first sheet of paper was run off last Saturday im the 
new mill, the machine being started at the noon hour. 
Another has been placed in operation since that time, and 
thus two machines are running. There are six machines 
in the plant. The coating plant is now running six ma- 
chines out of the total of fourteen double and six or eight 
single machines. Nearly the entire male force is at work 
either in the actual operation of the mills or in the in- 
stallation of new machinery. Twenty-five women are also 
at work, 

This is the beginning of one of the greatest industries 
in the West. The company does a large local and export 
trade, and accumulated orders are on hand in sufficient 
quantities to insure the constant operation of the mills. 
Hamilton has suffered some severe fires, but it seems 
that the result has been to give it more modern mills, and 
that by its misfortune the city will be the gainer.

The Treadwell 
Mill was controlled by the Orr Brothers, of Troy, but 
since their failure last fall it has been in charge of Cor- 
nelius V. Collins, of Troy, as receiver. As soon as the 
necessary court order can be obtained Mr. Powers’ offer 
for the mill will, it is thought, be accepted.

Yesterday morning, Sunday, fire destroyed the mill at 
South Braintree, Mass, a town located on the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad, some 12 miles from 
Boston. For many years the mill was operated by the 
Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, of this city. About 
a year ago the F. S. Webster Company, No. 332 Congress 
street, this city, bought the mill, since which time the 
company has expended several thousands of dollars put- 
ting the plant into first-class condition. The building was 
of wood, 175 feet by 60 feet. The company was running 
the mill on high grade tissue. The mill was completely 
destroyed, and most of the machinery. The loss is esti- 
mated at $100,000, partially covered by insurance. The 
mill had been idle and on the market a long while before 
the present owners took hold of the property. It is 
doubtful if the mill will be rebuilt. DELESDERNIER. 

Boston, June 17, 1902.—Since writing the above insur- 
ance men estimate that the loss caused by the blaze in the 
paper mill at South Braintree, Saturday night, occupied 
by the F. L. Webster Company, to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $70,000, and that beyond a few iron beams the 
loss is total.

Sterling Paper Company’s Fordham Mill Damaged. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, June 16, 1902.—For the second time 
during the past few weeks the mills of the Sterling Paper 
Company at Hamilton have been visited by fire, the 
Fordham plant having been badly damaged in’a mysteri- 
ous blaze last Friday morning. The delay in the arrival 
of the fire department gave the blaze a lively start, and by 
the time the firemen made much headway the fire had 
entailed a loss of $10,000. The loss is fully covered by in- 
surance. It was about 1 o'clock when the first alarm 
was sounded from two boxes, and in the confusion fol- 
lowing the department was late in arriving, first going to 
the Niles Tool Works. There were two different fires 
within the brief space of twenty minutes at the Fordham 
Mill, a queer condition, which leads to the impression 
that incendiaries have been at work, and that possibly the 
recent $100,000 loss of this company was due to the ne- 
farious occupation of the “firebug.” The first blaze was 
discovered on the second floor above the machine room, 
where a pile of papers was burning fiercely. This blaze 
was soon extinguished and while the firemen were still 
at work on the second floor a mill hand ran around the 
corner and informed them that the other end of the mil! 
was afire. A force went to the rear with lines of hose 
and a second alarm summoning the entire department 
was sounded. 

The entire back part of the building, including the rota- 
ry boiler room, the rag room and the sorting depart- 


ment, was a mass of flames. The heat was intense, but 
the firemen worked hard and succeeded in keeping the 
blaze from the front portion of the building and saved the 
and boiler the machine room and the 
beaters. The fire continued for several hours, and the 
department was at the scene until 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The rotary boiler and rag and sorting rooms were 
completely ruined, while the roof of the beater room was 
burned off, but the beaters were -not damaged. Fortu- 
nately the main part of the structure was not involved. 
Following the recent fire, which was accredited to spon- 
taneous combustion, a report is in circulation that in- 
cendiaries have picked out the company’s mills for 
work. This may have no foundation in fact, but State 
officials are investigating. The mill will necessarily be 
closed to admit of repairs, and a large force will be

Canadian Postal Changes. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Ont., June 16, 1902.—The changes in Cana- 
dian postal rates have taken a rather unexpected turn. 
Letter and newspaper rates (from the office of publication) 
will remain unchanged, but on nearly all other classes the 
rates will be doubled on the initial quantities, and in some 
cases doubled throughout the class, no matter how large 
the quantity. 

Here are some of the provisions: 

On manuscript of books and newspapers and on those 
documents of the Domirion and Provincial Governments 
and of municipal authorities now subject to the 1 cent per 
2 ounces rate, the rates shall be 2 cents for the first 4 
ounces or fraction thereof and 1 cent per each additional 
2 ounces or fraction. Present rate, 1 cent per each 2 
ounces. 

On all matter, other than newspapers, wholly printed or 
lithographed, including circulars, catalogues, pamphlets, 
books, &c., the rate shall be 1 cent for each 2 ounces or 
fraction thereof. Present rate, 1 cent per 4 ounces. 

On maps, prints, drawings, engravings, photographs, 
plans, sheet music, printed forms and botanical or other 
specimens the rate shall be 2 cents for the first 4 ounces 
and 1 cent for each additional 2 ounces. Present rate, I 
cent for each 2 ounces. 

Miscellaneous matter, including stationery, blank books, 
dry goods, groceries, hardware, &c., shall be subject to a 
rate of 2 cents for the first 2 ounces or fraction, and 2 
cents for each additional 2 ounces or fraction, Present 
rate, I cent per ounce. 

Rates to and from the Yukon, except on letters and 
newspapers (from the publication), shall be 
double the ordinary rate to other parts of the Dominion. 

The new rates effort to make the Canadian 
postal service self-sustaining, and will go into effect on 
July 1. .

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CANADA’S PULP AND PULP WOOD. 


A Report to Be Made by the United States State Department 
—Some of the Features of the Report Set Forth 
in Advance of Publication. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Wasuincton, D. C., June 16, 1902.—Some interesting 
facts about Canada’s wood pulp industry are brought out 
in an elaborate report soon to be issued by the State 
Through the courtesy of the officials the 
correspondent of Tue Paper TrapE JourRNAL is enabled 
to present the essential features in advance of the official 
publication. 

Canada’s exports of wood pulp and pulp wood during 
the year ended June 30, 1901, amounted to $3,335,265, of 
which $966,920 was sent to Great Britain, and $2;302,215 
to the United States, $66,194 going to other countries. 
The total is an increase of $616,477 over the exports of 
1900, those to Great Britain showing an increase of $366,- 
372, and those to the United States a gain of $244,321. An 
increase of $494,247 is apparent in the exports of pulp 
wood, the United States taking $500,744 more in Igo1 than 
in 1900, and Great Britain $6,172 less, the difference ($325) 
Of wood pulp, the in- 
creased value disposed of is $122,230, the details being: 
Increase to Great Britain, $372,544; to other countries, 
$6,109; decrease to the United States, $256,423. 

It is worthy of note in this connection that two or 
three years ago little or no interest was felt in England 
in Canada’s pulp wood, but in that interval the change 
has been so rapid that Great Britain is now receiving 
from Canada one-sixth of its total consumption, and 
Canadian competition with Norway and Sweden has been

mother country will reach one-half of the total quantity 
used there, and, as the total value is about $15,000,000 
yearly, half of this will fail into Canadian hands.

Tonawanda Will Make Pulp and Pie Plates. 


Tonawanpa, N. Y., June 16, 1902.—Negotiations that 
have been in progress for several months are now almost 
completed for the location of a pulp mill at Tonawanda. 
The deeds to the land required have been made out and 
are ready for the signatures, all the searches necessary 
have been made, and all that remains, it is said, is to col- 
lect some money and make the actual transfer. The money 
needed is said to have been subscribed; in fact Buffalo 
merchants have promised to produce much of it, and, ac- 
cording to statements made this morning, the work of con- 
structing the plant will soon be in progress. 

The company that will establish the new pulp mill is said 
to be capitalized at $600,000, all of which, it is claimed, has 
been paid in." A. L. Newman, former treasurer of the In- 
diana Pulp and Paper Company, of Marion, Ind., and 
junior partner of the firm of Marshall & Newman, owners 
of the Allegan Paper Company, of Allegan, Mich., is at the 
head of the new company and has been conducting the 
negotiations for locating at Tonawanda. Others interested 
in the venture are said to be capitalists of Chicago and 
Cincinnati. 

According to statements made by Mr. Newman to local 
men interested in the paper mill, the new plant will em- 
ploy from 300 to 500 hands. In addition, a smaller plant 
is to be established on a site not yet selected in Tona- 
wanda for the purpose of using some of the products of 
the larger concern. The combined result will be the es- 
tablishment of an industry in Tonawanda which will con- 
stitute one of the largest business ventures of the Niagara 
frontier. The site selected embraces about 4 acres of land 
on what is known as Goose Island in Tonawanda. It 
was chosen after a careful €xamination of every available 


site along the Niagara frontier had been made. The 
property is a part of the Spaulding estate. There are 
several small portions of it that are owned by other 
people, and all the owners have consented to sell,

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PATENTS AND TRADEMARKS. 


Representative Reeve Introduces Five Bills Revising the 
Laws Governing Them—Three Bills Relate to 
Patents and Two to Trademarks. 


Wasuincton, D. C., June 16, 1902—The introduction 
by Representative Reeves of the five bills for revising the 
trademark and patent laws of the United States again calls 
attention to an important question which has been al- 
lowed to sleep for some time past. Of the series of five 
bills, three relate to patents and inventions and two to 
trademarks. The bills relating to trademarks are by far 
more bulky, while those dealing with patents merely 
undertake to introduce some modifications into the exist- 
ing system of legislation. 

It will be recalled that the bills referred to were pre- 
pated by three commissioners, Francis Forbes, Peter S. 
Gros.cup and Arthur P. Greeley, who were appointed by 
the President under the act approved June 4, 1898, which 
authorized the appointment of commissioners to revise 
the statutes relating to patents, trade and other marks, and 
trade and commercial names. These commissioners made 
an exceedingly interesting and important report about 
two years ago, which is now recalled by the reintroduc- 
tion of these bills at the instance of the commissioners. 
It will be remembered that the commissioners in their re- 
port maintained that general assent is yielded to the prop- 
ositions: 

“i. That the international convention signed at Paris 
March 20, 1883, is advantageous to the people of this 
country, and the United States, as a party thereto, should 
provide for carrying out its provisions in good faith. 

“2 That the treaty relations of the United States, the 
interest of the American manufacturers engaged in do- 
mestic trade, and particularly the interest of manufacturers 
engaged in foreign trade, demand a national trademark 
law which, so far as the Congress has the power to do 
under the Constitution, shall regulate and protect trade- 
marks used in commerce within the United States more 
satisfactorily than is now possible.” 

Pursuant to these ideas, and after an elaborate study of 
the patent legislation prevailing in foreign countries and 
of the diplomatic relations into which we have entered, 
the commission decided upon certain changes in patent 


legislation which it has now embodied in the bills just in- 
troduced in Congress. The main innovations contained 
in these measures relate to treaty stipulations concerning 
the issue of letters patent for inventions, the rights oi 
applicants for patents who do not reside in the United 
Siates, and certain changes in the formal notices, &c., 
concerning previous inventions. In dealing with treaty 
stipulations concerning letters patent the commissioners 
recommend that the application for a patent filed within 
seven months of the filing of an application for the same 
invention in any foreign country which is a party to the 
International Patent Convention should be given the same 
force as regards priority that it would have if filed on the 
date on which the foreign application was filed. They 
also recommend that subjects or citizens of countries 
which are parties to the international convention and sub- 
jects of Japan should be permitted to file caveats if the 
law providing for the filing of caveats is to remain in 
force. Certain changes concerning the powers of execu- 
tors or administrators of deceased foreign inventors and 
certain provisions concerning the oaths to be taken by 
applicants in foreign countries are also suggested. 

Should these changes be introduced, say the commis- 
sioners, we should be enabled to live up to our treaty 
obligations, and especially to the International Patent Con- 
vention which met at Paris November 4, 1880, and which 
resulted in the adoption of the international agreement 
ratified by the United States in 1887. 

The subject of trademarks is in many ways harder to 
deal with than that of patents, inasmuch as the ground 
to be occupied by patent legislation is already well cov- 
ered, and all that is required are some few modificationsof 
the kind just described. In recommending the passage of 
a general trademark act, as exemplified in the bill H. R. 
15,027 just introduced by Mr. Reeves, the commissioners 
suggest that it is prima facie desirable that all marks 
having more than a local use should be regulated by a 
single law applicable to the entire territory of the United 
States, and that such a law should so state the intent of 
Congress that no question may arise as to the power oi 
that body to make the law. 

In its main outlines the measure now proposed by the 
commissioners, through the assistance of Mr. Reeves, pro- 
vides for registration and notice of the trademarks em- 
ployed, in order that existing law may not be unwittingly 
violated, that treaty obligations may be fulfilled and that 


home registration by our citizens, when a prerequisite to 
foreign registration, may be secured. The bill seeks -to 
make it worth while to register a mark under the act and 
to provide means for cancelling registration and for rep- 
resenting and punishing unlawful use of marks and award 
of damages to parties injured by any such unlawiul use. 
In general, the present measure differs from the trade- 
mark act of 1881 in its application, inasmuch as it is much 
more extensive, the act of 1881 relating only to trade- 
marks used in foreign commerce or in commerce with 
Indian tribes. A simpler form of application is provided, 
the period of registration is cut down and the fee is re- 
duced. Some new features introduced by the present act 
are found in the provisions for opposition to registration 
by interested parties, cancellation, actions for damages on 
account of the wrongful use of registered marks, and for 
the punishment of the unlawful use or imitation of such 
registered marks as a misdemeanor. 

It should be noted that this bill is not approved by one 
of the three commissioners, Mr. Greeley. Mr. Greeley be- 
lieves that it is wiser to remedy existing defects in the 
present trademark law rather than to introduce the new 
principles copied by the commissioners from the trade- 
mark systems of foreign countries, which have followed a 
general plan very different from that hitherto employed 
in the United States.. Mr. Reeves has also introduced a 
measure embodying Mr. Greeley’s idea.

Mr. Doughty Denies Sulphite Waste Story. 


111 Nassau Street, New York, June 10, 1902. 


To the Editor of The Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—There appeared in your issue of the 29th 
ult., at page 692, the following item respecting the dis- 
posal works at Au Sable Forks: 

SaratoGa, N. Y., May 23, 1902.—The proprietors of the 
sulphite pulp mill at Au Sable Forks, Essex County, 
thought that they had successfully discovered an admira- 
bly successful mode of disposing of the sludge waste. The 
Au Sable Forks mill owners pumped and piped their fluids 
across the river to the top of a high sand hill and dumped 
it into a catch basin on the summit plain. All went well 
until last week, Wednesday, when the bottom literally fell 
out. The fluids had rapidly sunk into the sand and no ill 
effects were apparent. Finally, says William H. Cunning- 
ham, of Ballston Spa, the manager of the mill, a minia- 
ture Mount Pelée or Morne Souffriére burst forth, when 
on May 14 the side of the hill toward the Au Sable River 
began to crush and slide out and tons of earth came tum- 
bling down, followed, not by lava, but by torrents of 
muddy water of a pronounced sulphurous odor, that made 
their way down through the famous Au Sable Chasm to 
Lake Champlain. 

The landslide revealed that the mountain had been 
drenched until it yielded to the pressure, and now the mill 
proprietors are wondering what they are to be up against. 

As the old disposal works were availed of under my 
direction, and the new plant installed under my personal 
supervision, I was greatly interested in the above “news” 
item. After investigation, I can advise you that it is 
“cut from the whole cloth,” there not being a semblance 
of color or a shadow of truth for its suggestion. 

I can readily understand why some persons, represent 
ing other companies, may from interested motives criti 
cise my work; and if it was a fair and honest criticism 
having only a desire to give to the public correct informa- 
tion about the plant, I weuld say nothing; but the item is 
nct truthful in any particular, which can be readily shown 
by a visit to the sulphite mills at Au Sable Forks, where 
the plant was left by me in successful operation six months 
ago; the following letter from the owners of the sulphite

If your correspondent really lives in Saratoga, I can 
say to him that he should “first sweep in front of his own 
door” (and that there is a wide difference twixt organic 
and mineral matter). 

I do not believe the article was written by a Saratogian, 
as Saratoga is some 50 miles distant from Au Sable 
Forks (and upon other waters), but was written or in- 
spired by some “opposing interest.” 

The publication by your journal of such an item gives 
to the article a quasi endorsement. This I do not be- 
lieve you ever intended, and certainly do not intend to 
allow it to stand in that respect when you can readily 
ascertain the truth, and particularly as it may work to’ the 
detriment of myself. 

Besides, economic questions (health and food supply) 
are involved in the improvement of some public interest. 

Based upon my growing corn, wheat, rye, oats, peas, 
grass (after soaking the seeds for thirty-six hours in and

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The Coal Supply. 

A plentiful supply of water has enabled the paper man- 
ufacturer to favor his coal pile, and the high prices that 
rule stimulate him in a good resolution to use as little as 
possible of that sort of fuel. Up to the present time the 
mills have not been troubled much by the coal strike. 
Those that are dependent upon steam have been adding to 
their stock as much as possible, and none of them have 
yet been compelled to shut down. With the low water 
season at hand, mills equipped to use steam, and most 
of them are now, have been casting an anchor to wind- 
ward by urging upon the coal contractor the importance 
of their needs, and reports show that for the most part 
their arguments have prevailed. 

In the Miami Valley there is some little anxiety on the 
subject, as is pointed out by our Dayton correspondent. 
There is not in sight that abundance of coal that is 
pleasing to the mill man, and because of that fact there is 
some uneasiness. 

While the mills are watching very closely the question 
of coal supply, the city dealer is compelled to watch the 
clouds of soft coal smoke that are polluting the air that 
he breathes and incidentally ruining a good deal of his 
stock. The whiter or delicately colored paper has yet to 
be made that is improved in color or appearance by such 
a befouled atmosphere as it has been the lot of the city 
man to endure for some time. The man may be be- 
coming hardened to it, but his stock simply becomes 
unsalable. 


Folding Box Combination. 


It is now reported that the folding box combination 
that was looked upon as a certainty is declared off, and 
that there will not now be any consolidation of the fold- 
ing box interests—at least’not for the present. This is an 
unexpected turn of affairs. 

It seems that the arrangements of finalities was placed 
in the hands of an executive committee of three, and in 
trying to decide “who should be who” in the new corpo- 
ration the members of the committee simply agreed to 
disagree. The men composing it are all prominent in the 
folding box line. Someone had to be the head of the 
new company, and somebody else had to be subservient 
to that head, and in endeavoring to settle these delicate 
points the committee scored a failure. As a result com- 
bination talk is not now uppermost, and the competition 
in the folding box line will now probably be keener 
than before 

The trade considers that this very fact will insure the 
successful formation of a combination some months later. 
It is argued that the competition for business wil! be so 
intensely active that some, if not all, of the makers will 
be more amenable to reason than they now are. An 
attack on a man’s pocketbook, backed by the business 
knife of a strong competitor, is very frequently very 
effective as an argument in bringing one to look upon 
matters as others wish him to. The trade diagnosis in 
this instance, therefore, may not be far out of the way. 
The “subsequent proceedings” may be of such a character 
as to encourage the combination idea, so that when it is 
again brought forward it will have a ready and cordial 
reception by all concerned. It will be interesting to 


watch the course of events during the next six months. 


Patents and Trademarks. 

Representative Reeves has introduced five bills, having 
for their object the revision of the laws relating to patents 
and trademarks. Some of the details of these measures 
are set forth in our news columns. Two of them relate 
specifically to trademarks, and they seek to provide a 
general trademark act, which shall call for the registration 
and subsequent protection of trademarks by an adequate 
punishment of infringers 

That a good system for the protection of trademarks 
is urgently needed will not be denied by anyone who 
owns a reputable mark, or who has had any experience 
at all in this line. Imitators of and infringers on well 
established marks, of course, will object to any such legis 
lation. They are living off the brains and intelligenée 
and energy of other men, and they do, aot want to see 


that living interfered with. They, however, are not orna- 
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ments to the business community, and they should be 
deterred from continuing their practices. 

The paper trade in some of its branches has had con- 
siderable experience in the trademark line, and manufac- 
turers who have built up a business, in which they have 
given to the trademarks of their goods a substantial value 
and a high commercial rating, will be staunch advocates 
of a system that will adequately protect those marks. It 
is to be hoped that whatever legislation may be had will 
be of such a character as to stand any test to which it May 


be subjected. 


“The Theory and Practice of Beating” is further dis- 
cussed by Clayton Beadle in an article that we reprint 
from an English paper trade journal. It is a well estab- 
lished fact that paper is made in the beating department 
of the paper mill, and that stock wrongly treated there 
cannot be made into a proper sheet of paper, no matter 
how expert the machine tender may be. The importance 
of beating is therefore beyond question, and anything 
that will tend to give us a better knowledge of the meth- 
ods that ought to govern in the beating room will be of 
substantial interest and service to the trade. Mr. Beadle 
discusses the question in an interesting way, and in his 
paper may possibly be found some suggestion of value in 
practical everyday work. 


The New York School of Forestry of Cornell Univer- 
sity has won in the fight that was started against it some 
time ago by certain people, who claimed that in cutting 
timber on its Adirondack lands, and making contracts for 
the disposal of its forest product, it was acting illegally. 
Attorney-General Davis has decided that the school has 
not violated the law. He says that the title to the land 
rests in the school and not in the State, and that the prop- 
erty is not a part of the Forest Preserve. Such being the 
case he holds that the school, like any other private 
owner, can de what it pleases with its own. Both the 
school and Professor Fernow, its dean, are to be con- 
gratulated on the outcome of the contention. 


Canada desires to make her postal service self-sustain- 
ing, and with that idea in view she has increased the rates 
of postage on very many classes of postal matter, the de 
tails of the changes being set forth in a letter from our 
Toronto correspondent. As a rule increasing rates has 
not been productive of increased revenue in postal mat- 
ters, and the tendency all over has been to a cheapening 
of the cost of postal facilities to the people. By this 
method they have been led to a larger use of the postal 
service, the consequence being a substantial addition to 
post office revenue. Canada’s plan would seem to be a 
reversal of the usual order of procedure. 

This week the stile of paper from the port of New 
York aggregated in value $69,514, a very fair total, and a 
decidedly larger volume of business than has been shown in 
several recent weeks. Australia resumed her old place as 
leader in the buying, her bill being $23,967, while New 
Zealand’s account “‘toted up” $6,902. London took second 
place with a bill of $10,116. Other large buyers were: Ar- 
gentine Republic, $3,815; Bremen, $1,945; Brazil, $1,408; 
Cuba, $2,482; Japan, $3,009; Mexico, $3,126; St. Peters- 
burg, $2,500, and Sheffield, $2,310. 

Thefire fiend seems to have had a field day in the trade 
this week, as our news columns demonstrate, the losses 
of the week including a number of manufacturing plants. 
In Ohio the indications are that the conflagrations are 
of incendiary origin. An investigation of the circum- 
stances is being made by State officials, and if there should 
be a guilty party and he is arrested we trust that he will 
be dealt with severely. 





Massachusetts is to have a new writing paper mill. It 
will be located at Millers Falls, and will cost about $200,- 
ooo. Preliminary work has already been begun, and the 
formal organization of the corporation that will own and 
operate the plant will take place about the first week in 
July. New writing plants are not installed so frequently as 
to become an every-day occurrence. 


In Wisconsin they tried the experiment of transporting 
pulp wood on barges instead of in rafts. The results 
have not met expectations from an economical point of 
view, and a réturn to the old system of rafts has been 
made. The trouble is that the barges do not carry enough 
wood to prove advantageous, even when taking into ac 
count the more speedy work and the small amount of 
wood lost in transit 

Reports indicate that the straw crop this year is ample, 
and it is more than likely that straw board and paper 
manufacturers will get their supplies at reasonable prices 
The buyers have already been sent out to the various sec 
tions to make the necessary contracts.

It is rumored that a large pulp mill is to be erected on 
the site of the old foundry near the iron bridge on South 
Catherine street, Plattsburgh, Pa. 


It is reported that Francis Clergue, of the Sault Ste. 
Marie Pulp and Paper Company, will build a paper mill 
on the American side of the “Soo.” 

The Kaukauna, Wis., Fibre Company is installing an 
unusually large vat in its acid making department. It is 
14 feet in diameter and 18 feet in height, with staves 4 
inches thick. 

On several mornings lately the labeled effigies of sev- 
eral non-union paper makers have been found hanging 
from the disused brick smokestack of the Appleton Paper 
and Pulp Company’s boiler house in Appleton, 

Megargee Brothers, who operate Spring Lawn Paper 
Mill, on the Big Elk, near Lewisville, Pa., are said to be 
considering the question of removing their plant to Mo- 
dena, Pa., at which place they also operate a paper mill. 

The White Mountain Paper Company has bought all 
the stock of the Fryeburg Street Railway Company, and 
proposes at no distant date to take advantage of the 
charter obtained at the last Legislature to construct an 
electric road to Stowe, Lowel and Chatham, N. H. 

The White Mountain Paper Company are about to 
build a dam at East Limington, Me.; also pulp mills at 
Steep Falls, East Limington, Bonny Eagle and Bar Mills, 
Me., the plans for which are now being made at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., where the company’s paper mill is being 
built. 

The employees in the Herkimer (N. Y.) plant of the 
International Paper Company have received an increase 
in wages, which is very agreeable news to them. Laborers 
will receive $1.50 per day, semi-skilled workmen will re- 
ceive an advance of 10 per cent., and there will be a slight 
increase for skilled labor. 


The Florida Paper Company, of Pensacola, Fla., is 
moving the machinery and plant of the Pensacola Paper 
Company to Orange, Tex., where mill buildings are now 
in course of construction. It is expected that the mill will 
be in operation by September 1. It will be operated by 
the Orange Paper Company, which will be incorporated 
very soon. 

The Hinde & Dauch Paper Manufacturing Company, 
Sandusky, Ohio, has decided to grant its employees a 
half holiday every Saturday. The employees of the plant 
circulated a petition asking the management to allow 
them Saturday afternoon as a half holiday, when the offi- 
cials surprised them by announcing that from Saturday, 
June 14, a half day off will be granted every employee.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Method of Bleaching Paper Pulp, Invented by a Chicago 
Man—Process of Making Paper, Patented by a Massa- 
chusetts Paper Maker—Keir for Bleaching, 





Frederic H. Long, of Chicago, IIl., assignor to the Mystic 
Reduction Company, has been granted patent No. 702,142, 
for a method of bleaching paper pulp, &c. 

In the drawings, Fig. 1 is a view in longitudinal vertical 
section of a preferred form of apparatus to be used in 
carrying out the improved method or process. Fig. 2 is a 
detail view, in cross section, of a part of the apparatus. 

The vessel or cell A is formed of a wood lined metal 
tank body 10, which is provided with a valved inlet pipe 
11, through which the charge is admitted to the desired 
level, as shown by the gauge glass 12. The cup shaped 
bottom 13 is provided with a wooden lining 14, which sup- 
ports a shallow copper pan 15, constituting the cathode ele- 
ment of the cell. The pan is in metallic connection with 
a depending circular series of copper rods 16, extending 
through the bottom 13 and uniting at their outer ends to a 
copper ring 17, having a wire terminal 18 connected there- 
with. Supported on the lining 14 of the bottom is a dished 
diaphragm consisting of a perforated wooden grid 19, a 
cotton duck or canvas cover 20, and interposed layers of 
bibulous paper, which serve to exclude the solid, while the

liquid portions of the charge may pass through. Sup- 
ported upon a ring 21 and held in place thereon by blocks 
22, intermediate the ends of the vessel, is a conical partition 
or spreader 23, having notches 24 at intervals in its outer 
rim. The*anodes consist of hard carbon pole heads 25, ar- 
ranged in circular series beneath the partition 23 and each 
united by a long copper rod 26, extending upwardly 
through the top of the cell to a copper ring 27, wiich is 
connected by a wire 28 with the source of the electricity. 
The rods 26 are insulated from the top by suitable 
sleeves 20. 

The charge is maintained in forced circulation to thor- 
oughly agitate the mass to aid the chemical action of the 
bleaching element to keep the surface of the diaphragm or 
pad free from accumulated solid matter and to direct the 
charge to flow along between the anodes and the dia- 
phragm, so as to successively expose all parts of the 
charge to the disruptive influence of the electric current. 
This circulation is preferably effected by means of an 
ejector 30, the inlet port of which is connected to a bent 
pipe 31, projecting through the bottom of the vessel and 
extending above the diaphragm. The outlet port of the 
ejector is connected by a valved return pipe 32 with the 
top of the vessel, which pipe connects for convenience 
with the inlet or feed pipe 11. Compressed air or steam 
under pressure is supplied to the ejector nozzle 33, and by 
this means the cell contents are constantly withdrawn from 
the bottom and returned into the top, from which they 
flow over the partition or spreader 23 through notches 24, 
and between the anodes 25 and the diaphragm. A vent 
pipe 34, preferably leading outside of the building and pro- 
vided with a shut-off cock 35 and regulating valve, 36, 
serves to relieve any excessive pressure of gases or vapors 
evolved during the process. In this way all portions of the 
charge are exposed to the disruptive influence of the elec- 
tric current, the-chloride is decomposed, and the bleaching 
agents are directly applied in a nascent condition to all 


portions of the pulp, the bleaching of which thus proceeds 
rapidly and efficiently. By carrying on the process in a 
confined space under pressure the efficiency is considerably 
increased, the bleaching agents formed are more readily 
maintained in solution in intimate contact with the pulp, all 
danger of a wasteful escape of noxious gases is avoided, 
and the cell rendered less liable to polarization. An ex- 
cess of free chlorine present in the charge would have a 
deleterious effect upon the strength of the fibre; but the 
lime’ present not only insures the alkalinity of the charge, 
but prevents the presence of an excess of free chlorine, 
which, together with the released anions, is effective for 
the decomposition of the resinous and other coloring mat- 
ters of the paper pulp. The cathode products, together 
with the decomposed coloring matters in solution, are con- 
tinuously isolated from the charge beneath the diaphragm 
and prevented from reuniting with the bleaching elements. 
The liquid cathode products thus formed and separated are 
drawn off periodically or continuously, if desired, through 
the petcock 37, opening into the vessel beneath the dia- 
phragm. The gases and vapors evolved by the chemical 
and calorific effects at the cathode element unless removed 
will accumulate and be entrapped beneath the diaphragm 
of cotton duck and bibulous paper and would increase ma- 
terially the resistance to the passage of the current between 
the cathode and anode through the electrolyte, and so inter- 
fere with the electrolytic action. Means are therefore pro- 
vided for removing the gaseous cathode products, and for 
this purpose a pipe 38 is preferably employed, which pipe 
connects with the space beneath the diaphragm and ex- 
tends upwardly above the level of the solution contained 
in that space. This pipe is preferably connected to the 
vent pipe 34, intermediate the valves 35 and 36, as indi- 
cated in the drawings. The lower end of the pipe is pref- 
erably bent in the form of a U-shaped portion, the end 
of which projects to some extent through the bottom of 
the vessel and affords a suitable location for a gauge glass 
40 and a thermometer 42, by which the condition of the 
solution below the diaphragm may be noted and the elec- 
tric current regulated accordingly. This U-shaped portion 
will not act as a trap to prevent the escape of the gas or 
vapor, since the liquid beneath the diaphragm is in a state 
of violent ebullition and tHe gas or vapor is developed un- 
der sufficient pressure to overcome the short hydrostatic 
column in this U-shaped portion 39 and is removed prac- 
tically as soon as found. The long, upwardly extending 
pipe 38 acts as a separator to prevent any of the liquid 
from being entrained and carried off by the escaping gas, 
but a valved branch pipe 39 is provided, leading to a suit- 
able receptacle and will serve to collect any smajl portion 
of liquid so forced up into the -pipe. 

John B. Hanscom, East Walpole, Mass., assignor to 
F. W. Bird & Son, of East Walpole, Mass., a firm, has 
been granted patent No. 762,2085 on a process of making 
paper. 

Fig. 1 represents a side elevation of portions of the 
well-known paper making machinery, illustrating the new 
process and indicating the course of the paper as it passes 
in the form of a web from the wet apron to the dry apron 
through the last squeeze rolls to the cutter and thence as 
strips between the drying cylinders. Fig. 2 represents an 
elevation of a cutter adapted for use in carrying out this 
process. Fig. 3 represents a plan of portions of the ma- 
chine, showing the paper passing therethrough and illus- 
trating the improved process of manufacture and the in- 
dependent shrinkage of the strips. 

In the drawings, 5 indicates the wet apron of any well- 
known paper making machine adapted to receive the web 
of paper in its preliminary stages of manufacture and con- 
vey such web through. any suitable compressing or con- 
solidating devices, such as the rolls 6 and 7, this blanket 
5 being usually in the form of an endless belt mounted 
on guide rolls, as 8 8, journaled in bearings provided in 
the machine, the rolls 6 and 7 being also rotatably mount- 
ed and being furnished with driving.means of. well-known 
character. Also journaled in bearings provided in the 
machine is a series of guide rolls, as 9,-9, on which the 
dry blanket 10 is mounted, this blanket 10 being driven 
by contact with the rolls 11 and 12, mounted and driven 
in the usual manner, while above ‘the rolls 9 9 are the 
guide rolls 13 13 and 14 for guiding the.web of paper 
above this portion of the blanket. 

At the upper part of the machine is journaled the roll 
15, which is or may be furnished with driving means, and 
above this roll 15 is mounted the bar 16, on the lower 
flange of which is adjustable a series of plates 17, Fig. 2, 
to one end of each of which is pivoted a yoke, as 18, the 
other end of each of said plates 17 being furnished with the 
pendent bolt 19, working through a perforation in the 
free end of the yoke 18 and being furnished with a pivoted 
lifting cam 20, working against such free end of the yoke 
18 to lift the same when desired. On the flange 21 of 
the voke 18 ig clamped the plate 22 by means of the bolt 
23,,and from the lewer ends of this plate 22 extend the 
arms of the angle frame 24, in which is rotatably mounted 
a cutter disk, as 25. j . 

Toward the finishing: end of the machine and also 
suitably mounted and driven is a series of ‘drying cylinders 


26 26 and 27 27, the usual provision being made for sup- 
plying these cylinders with heat by the admission of steam 
therein or otherwise. 

It has heretofore been customary to carry the web of 
paper supplied to the apron 5 through the pressure rolls 
6 and 7 and then lead the same over the guide rolls 13 13 
and 14 to contact with the blanket 10 as it passed between 
the rolls 11 and 12. Thence the web was directed over the 
guide rolls to the cylinders 26 and 27, which, acting on 
both sides of the paper, served to dry and to an extent 
finish the same. After passing over the cylinders the web 
in its dried state was subdivided into strips convenient for 
use and wound into rolls. As in passing over the cylin- 
ders the moisture is evaporated from the web, the mate- 
rial shrinks and contracts in width. The edge portions 
being more free for movement than the central portion 
are drawn toward the centre, while the central portion, 
drawing equally from both edges, becomes more dense 
and compact than the edge portions, and it has been found 
that when this thus shrunken web was cut into strips those 
strips from the central portions were far less expansible 
than the strips cut from the edges of the web and that 
while more dense in structure they possessed less tensile 
strength to withstand suddenly exerted pressure, this 
being particularly noticeable when the paper was used in 
the construction of articles of a tubular form which were 
designed to be subjected to pressure of various kinds, 

In carrying this invention into practice it is the object 
to so equalize the shrinkage of all portions of the web 
that the density and expansibility of the strips cut there 


“— 
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from shall be similar, and to attain this object there is in- 
troduced into the machine a cutter mechanism located at a 
position intermediate the point where the least pressure is 
exerted on the web and the first of the drying cylinders, 
as 26. This cutter mechanism may be of any well-known 
construction designed to cut the web into strips and 
preferably works in relation to a roll, as 15, or other 
suitable guide, over which the web is led from the last 
squeeze rolls, as 11 and 12. The web A, passing as here- 
tofore with the blanket § between the rolls 5 and 6, is then 
directed over guides, as the rolls 13 13 and 14, to contact 
with:the dry blanket 10 between the rolls 11 and 12 and 
over the roll or guide 15, where it is cut into strips B B 
by the cutter. 25, and the rough edge C is cut away. 
After the web_A has thus been divided into strips B B 
by the cutters these strips pass under and over the re- 
spective cylinders 26 and 27 and are subjected to the 
drying action thereof to evaporate the last moisture and 
to be in a degree finished as to surface. In this subjec- 
tion to the drying action of the cylinders shrinkage of the 
strips B B is caused; byt this shrinkage is equalized by 
the independence of the strips, whereby the edges of each 
strip are drawn or contracted toward the centre of the 
strip, as shown in Fig. 3 of the drawings, so that the 
density and expansibility of the strips are equal when 
they finally pass from the cylinders to be packed in rolls 
or otherwise for future use. 

In Fig. 1 tlte web A is shown as separated from the 
blanket § to indicate a portion thereof beyond the roll 6 
and 7 and to distinguish the same from the blanket; but 
it is to be understood that this portion of the web rests 
against the blanket in actual practice.

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THEORY AND PRACTICE OF BEATING 


Kind of Information Required in Investigating the Subject 
—Beating Mixed Siock—Efficiency of Engines 
with Different Stocks. 








By Crayton Beapte, F.C.S. 

It has been pointed out to me by readers of my articles 
on beating that it is necessary to deal with the whole sub- 
ject of beating, and not merely with one section of it, as 
I have done in Parts I and II; this I fully appreciated 
before I published Part I. At the outset I took the precau- 
tion to find out whether engineers and paper makers in 
different parts of the country would be disposed to supply 
me with such data as were supplied to me for the produc- 
tion of Parts I and II, and having satisfied myself that I 
should have sufficient support in the matter to enable me 
to deal with the subject fairly extensively, I proceeded with 
the work. 

I should like to point out that the aim and object of 
these articles will not be to prove that such and such a 
beater is better than another. I have no desire to do this; 
I shall attempt to make everything subservient to the sub- 
ject of beating, and to gather up the general principles 
from the data that come to hand. In order, however, to 
deal with the subject as a whole, or even extensively, a 
large amount of data will be required. It is a dangerous 
thing to generalize from a limited amount of information. 

The kind of information we may hope to acquire is some- 
what as follows: The conditions which favor the beating 
of each class of stuff. Under “conditions” I would men- 
tion (1) time of beating, (2) power absorbed per hour, 
(3) type of beater, (4) weight and size of rolls, (5) num- 
ber and position of bars on roll and bedplate, and such 
like, (6) composition of bars. 

One and two might be considered together. It might 
be that you require a certain time to do your beating in, 
in which case you would adjust the power to suit the 
time. There is a general impression that it is necessary 
to beat for a given number of hours to obtain a certain 
result, and that time alone will do it. Certainly, time is 
an important factor; but the time may, under certain con- 
ditions, be considerably diminished by changing one or 
other of the other factors. Supposing, for instance, that 
the material of which the bars are made is changed, the 
time of beating is either lengthened or shortened, with the 
same result in the end. 

With a Hollander so much is dependent upon its form 
and size, and upon the size and weight of roll. The exact 
shape of backfall will largely influence the rate of circula- 
tion. This I endeavored to explain in the lecture on 
“Beating” before the Dickinsonian Institute, November 
22, 1901. I endeavored to point out what conditions fa- 
vored the use of a Hollander. For materials such as 
strong rags the Hollander is, 
own against all comers.

It must not be forgotten, more- 
over, that the breaking in is almost always done in a 
Hollander, although the subsequent beating may be done 
in another kind of beater. 
less beating, i. e., 


But with materials requiring 
less expenditure of horse power hour 
per ton of stuff, a different mode of treatment is often 
found to be more economical. 

How far with 
any given stuff should the beating be conducted before 
passing tke stuff through the refiner? 
on which there are many opinions; 


The question of refiners is important. 


This is a question 
which nobody, I 
venture to think, is able, except in a very general way, 
to answer. It is a point on which I hope to have some 
valuable data before long. It would require very sys- 
tematic work to throw material light on this point. It 
would be necessary to carry the beating up to a certain 
stage in the Hollander, ascertaining carefully the power 
required for a given output. When the partially broken 
stuff was passed through the refiner, the power absorbed 
and ou'put would also have to be ascertained. In another 
series, more work would be put on the Hollander and less 
on the refiner; and in a third series, less on the Hollander 
and more on the refiner. But such work would perhaps 
belong to more advanced stages of the subject 

The kind of information we want in regard to refiners 
is to know the power required for a given output, or the 
output for a given power consumption per hour. All 
machines work most economically at a given rate of out- 
put, just as a steam engine or a dynamo is most econom- 
ical at a given load. With a steam engine we have the 
means of regulating the cut-off, so as to work under most 
economical conditions for a given load; but in a refining 
engine we are practically in the dark 


believe 


A refiner must, | 
work at a given rate of output to refine a ton of 
stuff with the minimum consumption of power. The out 
put would depend of course, upon the extent to which the 
stuff is to be refined and the kind of stuff under treatment. 
There is, further, the question of the proper thickness of 
stuff to give the best result 
on these points 


We know little or nothing 
We have no knowledge which we can 
tabulate or formulate, or express in figures. Our knowl- 





edge is of the rule of thumb order as regards these mat- 
ters. 

There are other questions. Is it right to mix all the 
different fibres together in a beater and beat together; or 
should they be beaten separately and mixed afterward? 
There are reasons for and against mixing before beating; 
but how would it affect the power question? Is it right 
to beat the mechanical for news, in with sulphite, when 
the mechanical might be disintegrated separately and 
with much less power? I merely put this as a question. 
Such questions as this, and many others, must always 
remain open questions until the end of time, unless a 
carefully made series of trials are done, carefully tabulated, 
and submitted to careful examination, and, if possible, to 
careiul cross-examination, so as to-make certain that 
there are no false conclusions. 

There are wide questions involved in the subject of 
beating. The object of this article is not to attempt to 
answer any of these, but to give some rough ideas of what 
these questions are, and what help the solution of them 
would be to paper makers, As we all know, there is a great 
deal of divergence between theory and practice—at least, 
so-called theory and present practice. Many of those 
who see this great divergence condemn theory as useless. 
It might be possible to state what theoretical amount of 
power is necessary, say, to reduce raw material to half 
stuff, and from hali stuff to beaten stuff. The difference 
between the amount of power necessary by theory and 
that found to be necessary by practice would appear most 
appalling. I think that the Masson dynamometer dia- 
grams in Part I practically prove thatthe power consumed 
in the actual beating is very small; a much larger amount 
is consumed in friction between the bars of the roll and the 
bedplate. The actual mechanical energy of brushing the 
fibres apart is little or nothing compared with the me- 
chanical energy wasted in the friction of the bars against 
the bedplate. Although much has been done to save 
power in regard to circulation, little yet has been done to 
devise a mode of beating which would not necessitate 
such a wholesale loss as is at present occasioned between 
the bedplate and beater bars. In order that an improve- 
ment may be made in this direction, we must first ascer- 
tain where the waste lies and what gives rise to it. 

I venture to think that it is at present hardly realized 
by many that the material of which the rolls are made is 
very likely to make a great difference in the cost of 
beating. I believe I am right in saying that certain mate- 
rials are far more effective than others in drawing fibres 
apart, but there are peculiar difficulties in the way of 
using many of them. This part of the subject requires 
careful study and research. 

It has been pointed out to me by a practical paper maker 
that the power consumption is of minor importance as 
compared with the result to be obtained, and that in the 
endeavor to save power you sacrifice the fibre. This 
aspect of the subject must, of course, not be lost sight of; 
but jor making many classes of stuff the opposite js the 
case—namely, the less power expended the better the re- 
sult, and, of course, with some classes of paper a sub- 
stantial saving in power consumption is an important 
consideration. As regards the relative importance of 
economy in beating, we may divide the beating roughly 
into two classes: (a) when the economy in beating is of 
secondary and (b) when it is of primary importance; and 
in the instances cited in Parts I and II I think we may 
fairly say that these come under Class (6). In writing 
these articles on beating I was really considering the 
question of power consumption first. It is better to leave 
to the individual paper maker the consideration of the 
other point of the subject—namely, whether beating done 
under the most economic conditions would yield him the 
result he requires. 

I think that it may be fairly stated that it is possible, 
with suitable tackle, to produce “wet” stuff in a much 
less time than is generally supposed, but that it is not 
possible to prolong the beating over a great length of 
time without producing wet stuff? I should like here to 
point out—since a certain amount of explanation appears 
to be necessary—that the results so far published can only 
be considered conclusive as far as the particular class of 
material and conditions cited in the trials are concerned. 
Whether a certain type of beater would show the same 
advantage over another in point of ecohomy and output 
on a different class of material is another matter. We 
must leave any inference of this sort to people’s individual 
judgment; and if we do hazard a guess, we must put it 
forward merely as a speculation, and not as an assertion. 
It is quite likely that when we have a greater mass of 
data to work upon we may be able to prophesy cor- 
rectly; but the unexpected does often happen even with 
beating. 

‘ Supposing, with a given beater, such as the Hollander— 
details of whose construction, &c., must be carefully noted 

We were to conduct a series of trials to ascertaiz the 
amount of power necessary to beat 100 pounds of different 
classes of raw materials, so as to compare the relative 
amount of power, time, &c., required by each; in order 
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to carry the work on in a systematic manger, we should 
require to make a number of trials with each class of 
material, on the lines which I indicated in Part II, by 
means of a dynamometer, until we arrived in each case at 
the most economical conditions. This need not be a very 
long job, for as the dynamo meter gives us the reading as 
we go along, there is no waiting to work out results. 
We should soon see in what direction to work for econ- 
omy. Having arrived at the most economical result, we 
could compare the different classes of stuff for consump- 
tion of power in beating. After that it could be definitely 
stated that such and such a material cost so much per ton 
to beat, and another material cost so much more, or so 
much less, as the case may be. Now, if you go through 
the same cycle of operations with another class of beater, 
and then compare the whole of the results of the one 
with the whole of the results of the other, you can judge 
of the all-round advantages of the one as regards the all- 
round advantages of the other. But as regards the special 
advantages of the one as against the special advantages of 
the other—such as, for instance, the beating of esparto—it 
might happen that beater A might have an advantage 
over beater B. In the case of beating sulphite wood or 
rag fibre, the reverse might be the case—namely, that 
beater B showed economy in fuel consumption over beater 
A. Hence the necessity of arriving at conclusions only 
after a long extended series of trials, and stating only 
what is true under carefully ascertained conditions.—Brit- 
ish Paper Maker. 





An Exhibition of Early American Papers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, June 17, 1902.—An exhibition of his- 
torical materials relating to Old Germantown, and con- 
taining material specially interesting to paper makers 
and printers, was concluded in that suburb of Philadel- 
phia on Saturday last. It was conducted under the aus- 
pices of the Site and Relic Association, for the purpose of 
providing funds for the restoration and recognition of his- 
toric places... 

It was in Germantown that Rittenhouse had his first 
mill for the manufacture of paper in the Western Hemis- 
phere. The mill has long since disappeared, but the Rit- 
tenhouse home is still standing. None of the Rittenhouse 
tools or machines have been preserved, but of the product 
of the mill there still remains a number of specimens, and 
of these an interesting display was made. 

A quantity of the Rittenhouse paper, unprinted, is in the 
possession of the widow of the late A. G. Elliot, who ex- 
hibited it. The other specimens were printed or written 
upon. There was shown, for instance, the original deed 
given to Herman Opp den Graeff, one of the thirteen set- 
tlers of Germantown, written and witnessed by Pastorius, 
the founder. Rittenhouse paper was used. The relic was 
exhibited by Judge S. W. Pennypacker, Republican nom- 
inee for Governor of Pennsylvania. 

The Old Ivy Mills were represented by Continental 
money, still containing the pins placed in it by Con- 
tinental soldiers. The notes were shown by Joseph Will- 
cox, descendant of the founder of the mills. 

A copy of the first printing done in Germantown, a re- 
ligious broadside by Christopher Sauer, on Rittenhouse 
paper and bearing date of 1738, was shown, as was the first 
book printed there, the Weyrauchs Huegel, a hymnal 
from the Sauer press. The hymnal contains the signature 
of Conrad Beissel and the manuscript of sixty hymns writ- 
ten by him. Beissel had an historic dispute with Sauer, 
and then set up a press of his own at Ephrata, Pa. 

Among many other notable exhibits, illustrating early 
printing upon Rittenhouse paper principally, were the man- 
uscript of the inaugural thesis of Daniel Pastorius, an 
manuscript map of Germantown, the original 
agreement of the Frankford Land Company, which in- 
duced settlers to come to the region; the original power 
of attorney of Johannes Kelpius, the mystic monk of the 
legendary Wissahickon, appointing him agent of the com- 
pany; the first Bible published by Christopher Sauer in 
1743, the second in 1763 and the third in 1776, and a copy 
of the rare “Aitken” Bible printed in Philadelphia in 
1782 and valued at $1,500. 

Most of the rare manuscripts were exhibited by Judge 
Pennypacker. Frank E. Marshall, however, showed a 
number of bookplates from his collection, said to be among 
the largest in the United States, and publisher William J. 
Campbell, a member ot the press committee, showed a col- 
lection of Franklin imprints said to be worth over $3,000. 
Of the imprints ten are not represented in the collection 
of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, and one is the 
only known copy in existence. 

Mr. Campbell has just issued for the society a valuable 
guide to Old Germantown. The book is a splendid piece 
of typography. Bangalore paper, supplied by John Dick- 
inson & Son, New York, and Caslon type were used.

PAPER.—In the jobbing trade the volume of new 
business is gradually diminishing as we approach the 
annual midsummer dullness. But buying has not by any 
means ceased for the season. Up to date there has been 
no general complaint in regard to the demand. Judging 
from the reports heard it seems safe to predict that the 
figures for June will make a satisfactory showing. News 
paper is very firm and bids fair to continue so for some 
time to come. Although the summer season is ordinarily 
the quiet time in the News trade, with low quotations 
prevailing, this year will no doubt be the exception that 
proves the rule. On the question of quotations the sales 
agents of the large News producing companies state that 
they are trying to avoid taking more new business, and 
for that reason are not making quotations. They also 
say that the price at which business is taken nowadays 
depends altogether on the desirableness of the order or 
contract offered. The range is from 2.30@2¥%c. Book 
papers are also firm, considering the time of year. Indi- 
vidual orders for Book as a general thing are not very 
large, still the volume of them is of such proportions as 
to keep the manufacturers in a pleasant frame of mind. 
Naturally the quotations reflect the firmness of the situa- 
tion in the Book market. Super, for instance, that could 
have been bought for 3.65c. a month ago, is now strong 
at 334c. Practically the same proportional increase is 
manifest in the different grades of Super represented in 
the range on Supers of 3.65@4%4c. Machine Finish, while 
firm, is not so much so as Super. In Writings the job- 
bing trade is rather quiet, but this condition of the mar- 
ket is seasonable. Manilas are unchanged, being weaker 
than the other grades of paper. Boards are held at the 
old quotations, although the mills have caught up some- 
what on their orders.
